The outside of the main 
enttance was ‘draped with hunting, while the 
whole of the front was festooned with Chinese 
and Japanese Janterng, while the doors were 
hidden by the most gorgeous crimson and gold 
hanging screens, surmounted by the Union 
Jack. Inside of either side, up to the staircase, 
were boothd, built’ of fine coloured matting, 
and occupied by Mee Cheung's photographic 
exhibils, and quantities of Canton chinaware, 
sent'in by Tack Loong of that city, At the

Hongkong upon the completion of the railway 
from Canton to that port :— 

We nolice in a recent issue {the Hongkong 
Telegraph x somewhat atarmist article, in

sibility of Whampoa taking the place of Hong- 
kong. as the entrepét of trade for, Southern 
Ghina. | It is pointed out that.one of the pro- 
posed lines of the recently formed Kwong Hah 
Railway Company is to connect Whampoa aad 
Canton, thereby Sinking up with the trunk line 
from Cinton to Hankew. ‘It, ia assumed thal 
this’ would of ne evsity take away from the 
importance of Hongkong as o distributidg 
centre, transferring to. Whampoa the central 
trade position held by our. g.eat Far Eastern 

"Colony. We shall believe in the transfer when 
we sec itas an accomplished fact, and not be- 


fore. Unthe first place, Whampoa is on Chinese. | 


soil, andas such is linble to all the disabilities 
emanating from the control of Chinese officials. 
In the next place, Hongkong owes, its position 
asa distributing centre ld its. being under the 
exclusive guardianship of the British Govem- 
ment—n Power wh’ ch is absolutely honest, and 
which dwns as.its servants mea entirely in- 
cosruptand undefiled by contact with Chinese 
officialdom. ‘The port is quite free, hus the 
fullest facilities for the rapid tianshipment of 
fonds, and gives the importer the immediate 
choicé of southern or northern markets. This 
being the case, it is not clear what advantages 
Whampna can offer in competition. Once the 
.Canton-Hankow railway line is in thorough 
working order there will no doubt be a certain 
amount of trade passingsthrough the Southern 
capilal for the heart of China—and specially 
for the Yangtsze Valley—but- itis not likely 
that Whampoa can attract much of this traffic. 
The direct route will be Hongkong-Canton. 
Hankow, and the river steamer should be quite 
able’ to furnish facilities for all the through 
cargo. ‘Any un'eading of véssels at Whampoa 
is extremely unlikely, and, if bulk- has. to be 
Droken, it cun be better done at Hongkong or 
Canton than ata third port, the only excuse [or 
the existence of which would be the rapacity 
of the Chinese authorilies. Qur Far Eastern 
Colany; standing gist ina silver sea, is quile 
able to. give all the Jranshipping facilities that 
are necessary; andif trade must be hampered 
-atall ithad better be at Canton, where distribu- 
tion muttof necessity be rapid and,toa certain 
extert, undelayable.

A single pearl, worth P60,000! The possibili-

According to Stephen Jurika of Jolo, 
who is now, a visitor in Manila, the, rentest 
pearl everclaimed from the sea io the Sulu 
nrehipelagn was recently marketed in Sing- 
apo e {nt Phooo> reports the Afanila Times. 
It is the size of a marble, perfectly round 
and of beautiful -colour.. The finding of 
the gem by a poor Moro fisherman, its seizure 
by the Sultan, and the interfe ence of Governor 
Steever, who took the part of the poor man and 
saw that he had justice, make good reading 
matter. : Te Gece 


Under the old. Moro law, in force when the: 


American troops first tock charge of Jolo, all 


pearls-of unusual size. must be sent to the | 


Sultan, who, in return made the finder a “pre- 
sent.” The only alternative the finder of a 
large pearl had-was to sell his treasure private- 
ly tovthe pearl-traders, thereby. placing his 
life in jeopardy, for the trader, if he cauld 
not buy at his own price, would report to 
the ‘Sultan, wha had’ power to seize the 
fisherman and«xecute him, if he so desired 
Ol course under the, American administration 
this'unjust law was abolished, but so great was 
the fearof the poor Moros of their powerful 
Dattos that it has been the custom during the 
past few years for them to carry on their busi- 
ness secretly with the traders. ; 

In this Instance the Moro fisherman, some- 
what more enlightened than his predecessors, 


when forced to give up his great find tothe: 


Sultan, trekked into Jolo and made complaint 
to Colonel Steever, Gaveroorof the Sulu group, 
The matter was soon brought :to the courts

Gayernor Steever commissioned the Jolo 
Trading Company to sell the gem for the 
benefit of the finder, and it.was recently sent 
to Singapore, and there sold for P60,000.

So fir as is known this is the largest peart 
ever taken from the Sulu sea. Three years 
aga a pearl, found somewhere to the south af 
Jola ws carried to’ Batavia, and there sold to 
n European buyer for 236,000. As previously 
vetated, however, the business has been carried 
on so-secretly, owing to the old ‘law, that 
pearls of grea! value rarely see the light before 


they reach Singapore, {and many of them nor 


short of Europe. 

Mr. Jurika states that durng the recent fair 
at Joln, instituted by the Government: forthe 
purport of bringing the Moros: together, Cap- 
tain Trana, of'Abe Jolo Trading Company, ex- 
hibited a .magnificent’ black pearl, valued at 
P7,0¢08 rare gem of unusual size and beauty, 

The firm cf Hernandez and Campany, af. 
which Mr. ‘Jurika is a member, has been em- 
ploying Japanese. divers {or pearling, but find 
them (o be very unsatisfactory. As has been 
the case eleewhere in the Islands the Japanese 
as soon as they get a little money ahead igndre 
their.contracts and outfit dalandras (sloops) of 
their awn, entering into active competition 
with their employers, The best and mott re- 
liabledivers, according to Mr. Jurjka, arothe 
Malays, who sland the hardships and do the 
work better than any otheré, and spend their 
earnings in the country. ‘Ihe Japanese have 
already established settlements of their own 
at Zamboanga and Jolo, and trade only among 
themselves.
